CLOSE OF A REMARKABLE Lire. The 
tomb has just closed on the most remark- 


able career ever lived by a Maine man, in 


dropping its sombre curtain on the thrilling 


story of Richard W. Jackson, sailor boy, 
master of a savage ship-wrecked crew, king 
of a cannibal tribe and arctic explorer. 


Richard W. Jackson, was the son of An- 


drew Jackson of Bath. When in bathing 
oft a wharf in Bath, a boat was seen drift- 
ing near the Woolwich shore. Young Jack- 
son, without thinking of the risk, swam 
across the harbor, got into the boat, which 
was leaking badly, and which on Jackson’s 
climbing a sunk to the bottom like a 
rock. The tired boy them swam back to 
his starting place on the Bath shore. Upon 
another occasion, while skating on the 
Ropewalk pond, Will, without hesitating, 
jumped in and rescued a small boy from 
drowning. 

Years ago young Jackson fell backward 
from a haymow and was severely cut by a 
scythe. 
in the wound. While a boy Will, with 
other lads, was struck by lightning and was 
apparently paralyzed 24 hours before re- 
gaining his senses. 


In 1882 the four-masted steamer Genie 
was built in Bath, and in her young Jack-

1883 Will shipped on the ship Rainier with 
Captain Morrison and was wrecked on the 
coral reef near Ujae. In the little schooner 
of 150 tons, built on the cannibal isle of the 
South Pacific from the timbers of the 
wrecked ship, by Captain Morrison and his 
crew, the captain, accompanied by Jackson 
as first officer, left to obtain suitable pro- 
visions with which to return to the island,
